A County With Good Roads. 

The importance or good wagon roa 
the prosperity of the country is so great 
llial all the informalion obtainable upon 

the subject should Ik. laid before the , 

pie. The tax paid by the agricultural 
community to bad roads is such a heavy 
one that the iximibllity of escaping it 
should be shown as often and clearly as 
possible. A short time ago one of the 
lending magazines had anarticlcin which 
it was stated that Parke county, Intl., was 
one of the two counties in the I'nitcd 
States having the best system of wagon 
roads. This complimentary statement 
led the In. li. iiiai-. lis Journal to make an 
examination of the roads in l'arke coun- 
ty, ami the report of its examination is 
deserving the attention of all interested 
in this important subject. 

As to the quality of the roads, the ob- 
server reported that while not as smooth 
as asphalt streets, they are so even and 
smooth that it is n pleasure to ride over 
at a s|icetl which w oulk break car- 
riages and painfully jolt their occupants 
if trietl on the ordinary country road, 
fifteen-mile drive was taken after a two- 
hours' downpour of rain, and while 
the dirt crossroads the team could not go 
out of a walk, on the gravel roads it

The Ontaria department of agricultni 
has issued a valuable spwdal bulletin c 
the making of roads. The line of argi 



namely, that giK*l roads enable the fann- 
er to market his produce at all times in 
the year ami secure his supplies at lesa 
expense for hanling, with less wear and 
tear to vehicles and injury to animals, 
besides which they result in bringing to- 
gether more closely the members of the 
agricultural community, and thereby in- 
crease the social intercourse of farmers. 

The report strongly commends the 
movement in favor of wide tires for 
draft vehicles. It says it has lieen proved 
by repeated exiierimenta that wheels 
with tires »'i inches wide cause double 
the wear of wheels which have 4 t -inch 
tiros. The wide tire has a tendency to 
roll the roadbed and keep it smooth at 
the same time, while the narrow one cuts 
it up and requires more hauling force 
for the same weight of load, besides 
spoiling the thoroughfare. Most of the 
European countries have laws regulat- 
ing this matter. In France the market 
wagons have tires from 8 to 10 inches 
in width, usuallv 4 to 6 inches, and the 
rear axle is the longest, so that the hind 
wheels run on a line outside of the fore 
wheels, the vehicle being thus a road- 
maker instead of a road destroyer. For 
wagons without springs the tires should 
not be less than 2 i inches for a load of 
600 to 1,0. "

l>»lr> and Creamery. 

The ninth annual reis>rt of the dairy 
commissioner says the oleomargarine 
trade is practically stamped out in the 
state of New York. Before the dairy 
cpininiaaiou began it* work 15,000,000 
pounds of the tallow butter were manu- 
factured and sold annually in the state. 
Now the sales are practically nothing, 
though it is believed that a little is still 
palmed off on the victims of cheap board- 
ing houses in New York city and Brook- 
lyn. This hajrpy result was brought 
about by a determined and long con tin- 
ned fight dti the part of the dairy com- 
mission, backed by the real butter makers 
of the state. Every step of the way had 
to be fought from one court up through 
another til) at last honest butter was 
victorious. The oleomargarine manu- 
facturers had no end of money to back 
them, bnt right and honest goods came 
uppermost at last. The fight has hail a 
wholesome effect on the pure food inter- 
ests in general. The law that finally 
broke the back of the oleomargarine 
monster was one making it a punlahabli 
offense for hotel, boarding house keepers 
or caterers to put the compound before 
guests to be eaten or to use it in the prep- 
aration of food. One result of tho de- 
struction of the oleo trade was that the 
first year after it was put down the sales 
of eastern butter in New York city alone 
increased 1,1161,800 pound*

As a mutter of tact, the naval chaplain 
usually has a small congregation. The 
services ordinarly follow "quarters."

Kew ships carry chaplains. As a rule 
only I he flagships are thus equipped.

(If course a 
Koman Catholic or an Kpiscopal chap- 
lain follows as near us may Is' the ritual 
of.his own church. Prayer-book, hymnals 
and the like aids to worship are provid- 
ed by the Government. It is usually
